The first major addition to retail space 
in downtown Andover is about to get un- 
derway. 

Construction of combined retail stores 
and banking facilities on two levels on 
Main street by Andover Savings Bank is 
expected to begin within the next week, 
according to Richard C. MacGowan, 
senior vice president and treasurer of An- 


dover Savings Bank. 

The 10,000 square feet of retail space 
will have a glass canopy on Main street 
between the present Scanlon Hardware 
building and the Taylor shop. The lower 
floor which will face out on the bank park- 
ing lot toward Central street, will be oc- 
cupied by the bank for expansion of its 
mortgage and lending departments, life

Rampant vandalism in Andover reached 
its peak last weekend with the $100,000 
worth of destruction at the Phillips 
Academy boat house behind the 
Vocational school off River Road. 

While police have been plagued by the

time, the single concentration at the boat 
house on the banks of the Merrimack 
River was the worst. 

Meters and gas tanks were taken in the 
break at the boat house in a secluded area 
well off River Road, but the most severe 
damage came to the wrecking of the boats 
used in crew races. The delicate boats and 
accompanying equipment cost from $5,000 
to $10,000 apiece and at least 18 boats were 
smashed or marred in some way. 

Some of the shells are repairable, but 
repairs take up to four months. 

Police indicated early this week that 
they have some leads on those responsible 
for the vandalism which occurred late Fri- 
day afternoon and was discovered by PA 
Crew Coach Bill Brown.

The total project is the first major addi- 
tion to the downtown retail area in many 
years, and culminates many years of ac- 
tivity to get the area developed. 

Andover Savings became actively in- 
volved in the acquisition and development 
of the property a few years ago. 

Prior to that there were combined ef- 
forts by the town and chamber of com- 
merce to develop the area for public park- 
ing, a project not subscribed to when ef- 
forts to support the idea through public 
funding was suggested. 

Later some local developers acquired 
the property with the intent to construct a 
complex to include underground parking, 
with retail space at the Main street level 
and another level above for apartments 
and offices. That project never materializ- 
ed. 

Several years ago as the development of 
the area continued to be discussed, the 
late Michael Glazerman, who operated 
Michael Jay’s, a women’s clothing store, 
beautified the Main street vacant lot with 
some plantings at his own expense just to 
make it a little more attractive. 

Among the problems facing any poten- 
tial developer over the years has been the 
presence of Roger’s Brook, which runs un- 
derneath the area. 

For many years the brook was an ambl- 
ing open stream which began at Rabbit’s 
pond on the Phillips Academy campus and 
terminated at the Shawsheen river. 

During spring or heavy rain periods the 
open brook would flood areas, particularly 
the Park and sometimes along its path 
behind Main street ‘and down to Brook 
Street.

Just over a decade ago the town and 
state combined to fund a project to 
enclose the brook in a five-foot pipe from 
the playstead area down to the river and 
easements as the line goes through the 
property in the particular area have 
provided problems. 

A few years ago Andover Savings Bank 
began acquiring abutting property on 
Main and Chestnut streets, initially expan- 
ding its parking area and its main bank 
building.

Over a year ago the bank announced its 
intent to develop the area for more retail 
space in the downdown area, but Rogers 
Brook easement problems delayed the ul- 
timate planning process.

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Recommended Budgets 
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The Fruits 
Of Success 
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To Be Presented F 


The school committee and selectmen 
agreed Tuesday night to present their 
recommended budgets to town meeting 
first — in hopes of a two-thirds vote that 
would override tax cap legislation — 
rather than to start at tax cap level and 
build their budgets up again. 


The problems arise, the joint jam ses- 
sion of selectmen, school committee and 
finance committee said, if the override 
fails or isn’t allowed by the impending 
state law. And they opted to make things 
as clear for voters as possible. 

They agreed to a three-column set-up 
for line items in the FinCom report — one 
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John W. Kimball received and award from Nancy Jacobson, director of 
Memorial Hall Library, for being chosen a success as part of National 
Library Week’s program ‘The Library is Full of Success Stories.” 


Library Honors Residents 


Memorial Hall Llbrary named five per- 
sons in Andover ‘‘Success Stories” and 
honored them at a reception held in the 
library last Sunday afternoon. 

The search for successful citizens was a 
part of the National Library Week theme 
of which this year was ‘“‘The Library is 
Filled with Success Stories.”’ 

Winners included the following. 


John W. Kimball, a professor of biology 
at Tufts University, was the only recipient 
who has used the Memorial Hall Library 
all of his life. He said he remembered 
reading books on natural history, 
chemistry, microscopy and microbiology 
in the library as part of his early educa- 
tion. He has written ‘‘Biology,’’ a standard 
college text, and has served on the Conser- 
vation Commission, AVIS board, and is 
warden of the Charles Ward Reservatoin 
and a trustee of Memorial Hall Library. 

Dana Duxbury is a professional 
volunteer. She has studied the environ- 
ment and the disposal of solid waste, and 
has testified about it before the U.S. 


Congress and state legislatures, and has 
spoken to industrial and university 
meetings. She is a member of the Board of 
Environmental Management, New 
England Regional Commission and the 
Resource Conservation and Recovery 
Task Force. She is Natural Resource 
chairman for the League of Women 
Voters of Massachusetts, and Solid Waste 
Specialist for the League of Women Voters 
of the U.S. 

Ann Dowrick is a treasure hunter. She 
finds her treasures in the form of antiques 
at flea markets. Recently, the Boston 
Globe called her luck in the field 
‘‘phenominal.”’ 

Andrew Coburn is a novelist, and former 
reporter and city editor for the Lawrence 
Eagle-Tribune and former book reviewer 
for the Boston Globe. He received two 
writing awards from the Associated Press 
and three from United Press Inter- 
national. He is the author of ‘‘The 
Babysitter,’’ a recent choice of Book of 
the Month Club, and is writing another 


Mary Flynn is retired. She lives at Frye 
Circle and every day comes to Memorial 
Hall Library on the bus and reads the 
papers, magazines and large-print books.

column for the selectmen or school com- 
mittee’s recommendations, one for 
FinCom’s, and a third for the tax cap 
figure, whether it be four percent or zero 
(‘‘And it now looks like zero,” said Town 
Manager Jared S. A. Clark). 

Under the line items in the town portion 
of the budget, there will also be ex- 
planations of the major differences in the 
three columns of figures. 

Under pressure from Clark to assert 
their leadership, should the town seek a 
lower budget and some items have to be 
dropped, the selectmen further agreed to 
earmark some of their priorities in the 
text of the report. They also asked for a 
separate page on which to make such a 
list. 

The selectmen will be meeting tonight in 
preparation for the April 11 deadline for 
the FinCom report. However, FinCom 
Chairman Donn Byrne said that by Satur- 
day, all three money columns will have to 
filled in. 

The school committee’s priorities — 
should they not get their whole, 8.2 percent 
budget — will have to be presented at town 
meeting itself, and they are now seeking 
community input to aid in their decision. 

Unlike the town, the school committee 
has only two line items in the budget — 
salaries and expenses. Once given the two 
totals, they prefer to make the changes 
themselves, based on pre-town meeting in- 
put, rather than throw the discussion open 
to the floor. 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert this week 
began a series of meetings at the various 
schools to explain the kinds of cuts that 
would be forthcoming under a tax cap. A 
final opportunity for community input will 
be during the committee’s regular 
meeting April 24. 

The finance committee indicated they 
would not put line items in a priority 
order, and Chairman Donn Byrne added 
that in this particular year, their priority 
“is the lowest tax rate that the town will 
go for.”’ 

School Committee Chairman Elaine 
Viehmann said that approach indicated 
that they don’t care what the town gets for 
its money. ‘‘I’m asking you to be responsi- 
ble to the Town of Andover in other than 
dollars and cents,’”’ she said. 

Clark said it was ‘‘only fair’’ that 
FinCom also provide some guidance to 
town meeting. 

School Committeeman Joseph Finn was 
particularly concerned that voters know 
when they vote a figure higher than the tax 
cap column, that their taxes will go up. 

Mrs. Viehmann and Selectman Norma 
Gammon felt that people are willing to 
pay for services and don’t want them cut. 

Mrs. Gammon said that during her re- 
cent campaign she got the feeling that 
many people moved to town for Andover’s 
services and thay they’re willing to pay 
for them. They don’t want road repairs 
cut, she said, and they do want sidewalks. 
“They think those items would cost even 
more later on,’’ she said and added that 
some said ‘‘we’ve neglected maintenance 
in the schools — are we going to do it with 
the town now?”’ 

Selectman Susan Poore said the people 
she spoke to were interested in seeing tax- 
es not go up. They don’t want pot holes, 
they do want garbage pickup and new 
sidewalks, she said. ‘‘They want more 
than they have, but they don’t want to pay 
any more. They’re asking us to be more ef- 
ficient.” 

Bob Merrill of FinCom said that the 
voters will have to be told what they’ll be 
missing, and that officials should tell 
them, for instance, what the cost of oil has 
done to the cost of hot top and to the cost

Editorial Comment 


The Cost And Seriousness 
Of Vandalism 


Vandalism throughout communities has always been 
a recurrent problem, but in Andover in recent weeks, it 
has become a matter of serious and costly concern. 

Bringing the matter into full focus is the damage done 
at the Phillips Academy boat house on the banks of the 
Merrimack last weekend. 

Vandals maliciously and senselessly wrecked up- 
wards of $100,000 worth of racing shells. Individually 
the shells cost between $5,000 and $10,000. Repairs take 
up to four months, if the shell is repairable. 

This particular costly caper serves to bring attention 
to almost daily vandalistic activity being perpetrated 
throughout the town and representing considerable cost 
being meted out through various means. 

The malicious damage occurs principally on 
weekends in all parts of the community. 

Mail boxes are torn off stanchions and smashed. This, 
by the way, falls under the category of being a federal 
offense, should the culprits be apprehended. 

Street signs and stop signs are torn down. 

Automobiles are run over private lawns and through 
public parks for some senseless reason. 

Books in the Memorial Hall library have pages slash- 
ed. Encyclopedias have pages torn out, compelling 
replacement with a whole set, since the books are not 
sold individually. 

Problems became so numerous at the library that 
security guards have now been employed at the library 
to insure that only students with library cards are ad- 
mitted to use the library for what it is intended and not 
as a social gathering place. 

A few weeks ago some youths were brought into 
juvenile court charged with disturbance at the library, 
following continued vandalistic and pestiferous activi- 
ty. 

Windows in industrial plants and public buildings, 
particularly schools, are continuously the target of 
rocks, one form having suffered breakage of over 100 
windows during a period of several months. 

What does all this mean? 

It represents cost to taxpayers to make repairs to 
public property. In the case of the schools it means 
diverting funds from special educational programs to 
maintenance accounts to make repairs or replace win-

dows. 

To the private property owner, it means costs either 
through the family budget or applying to insurance 
companies, thus an increased expense to insurors which 
ultimately gets passed on to the insured. 

Every sign post, either a street sign or stop sign, costs 
at least $40-$50 to replace. 

These signs, incidently, have become popular 
decorations in youthful bedrooms, dens or dormitory 
rooms. We would remind parents in particular that if 
they happen to notice a stop sign in junior’s bedroom, it 
more than likely belongs to the Town of Andover and of- 
ficials would appreciate its return. 

What can be done to curb the current wave of 
senselessness? 

First, citizens of the community, aware of the 
problem, should be alert to unusual activities in their 
neighborhoods and report such to police immediately. 
An alert citizenry can be very beneficial to local law en- 
formement agents. Reports of unusual noise, speeding 
cars, etc., should be called in providing police with an 
opportunity to apprehend those reponsible for acts of 
vandalism. 

Second, the courts will have to be more stringent in 
dealing with those apprehended. 

Criminal and malicious activity should be treated as 
such and not put in the category of remedial action 
more accustomed to school activity. In some recent 
cases, young peopole found guilty of malicious damage 
have been assigned by courts to write essays on why 
they shouldn’t repeat their actions — hardly a penalty to 
fit the offense. 

Finally, parents should take some responsibility in 
the matter and make an effort to determine where their 
youngsters are and what type of activity they are par- 
ticipating in at night and on weekends. 

Some feel that the recent wave of vandalism may be a 
retaliation tactic to the raising of the drinking age. If 
that be the case, then the young people have proven a 
strong point in favor of the action — namely they can’t 
face up to the responsibility, thus should be denied the 
privilege. Increased activity of a vandalistic nature will 
only further support the contention they don’t deserve 
to have a license to drive at 16.

Some Clues for New Ethics Chairman 
Re: South African-U.S. Reps Scandal 


WASHINGTON - South 
Africa has been rocked by 
a scandal that could cause 
shock waves reaching all 
the way to Washington. 
The South African govern- 
ment reportedly estab- 
lished a multimillion-dol- 
lar slush fund to buy influ- 
ence around the world. 

It has been charged that 
some of the money was 
funneled through front 
groups to members of the 
U.S. Congress. The House 
Ethics Committee 
promised a full investiga- 
tion. But the chairman, 
Charles Bennett, D-Fla., 
has announced that the 
committee hasn’t uncov- 
ered any names yet. 

Bennett is a new chair- 
man and probably hasn’t 
had much time to rumm- 
age through the files. We 
want to help him out by 
providing some names. 

He should first look un- 
der the ‘‘Fs.’’ There Ben- 
nett will find the name of 
his predecessor, former 
Georgia Democrat John 
Flynt, who headed the Eth- 
ics Committee last year. 
The files show the South 
African Foundation once 
sponsored a trip by Flynt 
and his wife to South Afri- 
ca. The foundation paid all 
of Mrs. Flynt’s expenses; 
their total contribution 
came to about $3,100. Dip- 
lomatic sources told us the 
foundation was a front for 
the South African govern- 
ment. 


Next, Chairman Bennett 
should skip down to the 
“Ps.”” He will find the 
name of former Texas 
Democrat William Poage, 
in the secret files. He was 
chairman of the House Ag- 
riculture Committee, and 
he received thousands of 
dollars’ worth of free trvel 
from the South Africa

This 
group gave Poage eight 
round-trip plane fares, for 
example, between Wash- 
ington and Dallas during 
his 1972 re-election cam- 
paign.

Then, Rep. Bennett 
could look under the ‘‘Ws.”’ 
There he will find the name 
of Rep. William Wampler, 
R-Va. He is the No. 1 
Republican on the House 
Agriculture Committee. In 
August 1973, he received a 
10-day, expense-free trip to 
Sovth Africa. Again, the 
money was put up secretly 
by the South African Sugar 
Association. 

Our diplomatic sources 
also told us that South 
African money was used to 
help defeat Sen. Dick 
Clark, D-Iowa, last year. 
He happened to be one of 
the Senate’s most vocal 
critics of South Africa. 

Capital Comics: Wash- 
ington’s big-name _politi- 
cians are now giving their 
material a Hollywood 
touch. Not only are they 
sharpening their perfor- 
mances for the TV camer- 
as, but they are also using 
Hollywood script writers to 
help with their speeches. 

Hollywood gag writers 
are in heavy demand by 
the top presidential con- 
tenders. President Carter 
recently demonstrated 
what can happen when a 
politician tries to write his 
own humor. His ill-fated 
‘““Montezuma’s Revenge’’ 
joke in Mexico caused 
acute embarrassment 
from Mexico City to Wash- 
ington. No one laughed. 

It has now leaked out 
that Carter wrote the line

himself. Hereafter, his hu- 
mor will be screened more 
carefully; image-maker 
Gerald Rafshoon will de- 
cide which jokes the presi- 
dent will tell. 

Vice President Walter 
Mondale sought the help of 
Mort Lachman, the execu- 
tive director of the hit 
comedy series, ‘‘All in the 
Family.’’ Lachman 
rounded up a few of Holly- 
wood’s best comedy writ- 
ers, who conferred pri- 
vately with Mondale about 
supplying him with one- 
liners. 

Former President Ger- 
ald Ford hired humorist 
Bob Orben as a speech 
writer. Overnight, the 
quick-witted Orben im- 
proved Ford’s image as a 
speaker. 

Of course, some politi- 
cians are comics without 
intending to be. Others 
have a sense of humor. 
Senate Republican leader 
Howard Baker of Tennes- 
see, for example, ad libs 
most of his own jokes. And 
Sen. Ted Kennedy, D- 
Mass., is quick with off- 
the-cuff remarks. 

The sharpest wit on Cap- 
itol Hill is probably Sen. 
Bob Dole, R-Kan. Yet even 
he sometimes has _ help 
from a gag writer. He uses 
Richard Smith, an alum- 
nus of Harvard’s Hasty 
Pudding Club.

Endangered Elephants: 
Inconsistency on the part 
of the federal government 
may be contributing to the 
extinction of the African 
elephant.

have been torn down. 

In many areas, private and public 
property has been scarred by cars running 
wrecklessly over lawns. 

Industrial plants and public buildings, 
particularly schools, have had windows 
smashed, one firm in the Lupine road area 
having to replace over 100 windows since 
the first of the year. 

Police feel that if the public becomes 
more aware of the problem and assists 
with calling police regarding any 
suspicious or noisy activity in their areas, 
threre is a possibility of getting to the 
scene and making some arrests. 

The smashing of mail boxes has been go- 
ing on for some time. Last weekend van- 
dals followed a path from High Plain Road 
through West Andover into Ballardvale. 

Mail boxes are not only knocked over, 
off posts or stanchions, but also smashed, 
which makes such action a federal offense 
under U.S. Postal Service laws. 


Police point out that mail boxes, in some 
instances cost more than $50. 

At Memorial Hall library, the security 
guard was placed on duty in an effort to in- 
sure that the library was used by patrons 
strictly for what the facility was intended 
and not the target of vandals or as a 
gathering place for youths. 

Problems at the library have included 
the smashing of light bulbs in one of the 
rooms, slashing of pages from books, theft 
of books, and removal of pages from en- 
cyclopedias. In the latter case replace- 
ment is by purchase of an entire set, since 
individual parts of an encyclopedia cannot 
be purchased. 

A few weeks ago a group of youths were 
brought before juvenile court on charges 
of continual disturbance and vandalism at 
the library. 

The requirement by students to present 
their library card for admission, began on 
Monday. 

The tearing down of street markers, 
stop signs and other directional signs is 
also a costly prank. Each sign and post 
knocked down and stolen represents a 
minimum $$50 cost for replacement, plus 
labor. 

Administrative Aid Johnson Points out 
that the public is hit by the cost in one way 
or another along the line. If damage to 
private property is covered by insurance, 
then rates are effected. Damage to public 
property comes from the taxpayers. 


Breaking of school windows results in 
curbing some of the programs in the 
schools, since funds for special programs 
must be diverted to the maintenance ac- 
count. In most cases the windows broken 
in schools are costly to replace, par- 
ticularly at the high school where ther- 
mopane windows are in use. 

Police are hopeful that the public will be 
alert to the problem and begin assisting by 
calling the station to report activity of an 
unusual or suspicious nature. Chief Nicoll 
and Johnson agree that the department is 
aware that in many instances there may 
be ‘“‘false alarms,”’ or the situation may 
not be of a vandalistic nature, but the 
department would rather be alerted with 
the hope of curbing the problem which is 
serious and will probably worsen with the 
advent of spring weather.

Clark agreed that ‘‘people would rather 
pay more here,’’ contrary to Saco, Maine, 
where the effect of a self-imposed tax cap 
has been a decrease in property values, a 
glut of houses on the market, and even the 
closing of schools for a time. 


Byrne added they’ll just have to explain 
why each and every item has gone up, and 
what is necessary. 

“It’s just going to take time,’’ he said.

water to North Reading or to other 
municipalities on a long-term basis. 

North Reading has lost three of its five 
wells to contaminants and has been using 
water from Andover off and on for several 
months, said Robert McQuade, director of 
public works for Andover. 

Selectmen had few objections to supply- 
ing neighboring communities with water 
on a short-term basis, but said North 
Reading’s problems seem to be getting 
chronic. 

Selectman SusanT. Poore said, ‘‘It’s like 
someone on a life-support system; when 
do you shut it off?”’ 

‘“We’re talking about Andover becoming 
a public utility,’’ she said. 

Town Manger Jared S. A. Clark said he 
wanted the selectmen to make a distinc- 
tion between supplying water ‘‘on an 
emergency basis and an emergency basis 
which becomes a protracted basis.”’ 

“When would you like us to cut North 
Reading off?’’ Clark asked. 

According to McQuade, Andover can 
easily supply the water North Reading 
needs. The peak load that Andover has 
ever supplied was nine million gallons per 
day. That occurred four years ago when 
Tewksbury, North Reading, Methuen and 
Lawrence were all being supplied with 
water from Andover. 

Andover’s peak use with no other com- 
munities linked in was seven million 
gallons per day.

North Reading is now drawing about 
350,000 gallons per day from Andover. 
North Reading has asked to ‘‘negotiate a 
permanent or long term contract’’ for 
receiving water from Andover. 

Chairman Edward M. Harris said he did 
not think the time was right to negotiate a 
long-term contract. He suggested supply- 
ing North Reading with water for four 
months, the longest the town has supplied 
any other community with water, and 
making a study of the situation in the 
meantime. 

The rest of the board agreed, and decid- 
ed to inform North Reading officials of 
their decision. 

Richard Spindler, director of public 
works for North Reading, said purchasing 
water from Andover was only one of three 
possibilities he was exploring to find a 
dependable long-term source of water. 

A special town meeting will be held in 
North Reading Monday night to vote on a 
proposal to drill a new well next to one of 
the contaminated ones, mix the water 
from the two, and hope for a palatable 
mixture. 

They are also considering building a 
reservoir in the town, Spindler said. 

He said, ‘‘We are looking at all options.” 
Factors he will consider are the amount of 
water North Reading needs and the price 
it will have to pay for it. 

It appears now that he will not get an 
answer from Andover until August.
